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POETRY READINGS BEGIN OCTOBER 8 AT S.G.W.U.; 


VISITING POETS TO BE PRESENTED 


Sir George Williams University announces a series of poetry readings to 
take place in the art gallery of the new Henry F. Hall Building at Burn- 
side and Bishop Streets beginning this Saturday, October 8 at 9:00 p.m. 


The readings will occur approximately every two weeks through late March, 
bringing to Montreal a number of Canadian and American poets. There will 
also be a reading by poets on the faculty of the University. 


The first reading, Saturday, October 8 will be by John Wieners of Buffalo. 
Mr. Wieners has appeared in Donald M. Allen's anthology, The New American 
Poets (Grove Press), and is the author of The Hotel Wentley Poems (Auer - 
hahn Press, San Francisco) and Ace of Pentacles (James F. Carr and Robert 
A. Wilson, New York). 


This will be followed by a reading on Thursday, October 20 by Anthony 
Hecht of New York, an editor of The Hudson Review and author of A Summon- 
ing of Stones (Macmillan), The Seven Deadly Sins, etc. 


On Friday, November 4 Robert Kelly of Boston will read. Mr. Kelly, at 
present a member of the faculties of Tufts University and Bard College, 
was formerly associated with Black Mountain College. His books include 
Her Body Against Time (Ediciones el corno emplumado, Mexico) and Lunes 
(Hawk's Well Press). With Paris Leary he is editor of Controversy of 
Poets. 


Phyllis Webb and Gwendolyn MacEwan will present a reading together on 
Friday, November 18, Phyllis Webb, associated with the C.B.C., is the 
author of several volumes of poetry including Even Your Right Eye, The 
Sea is also a Garden, and Naked Poems, 


Barbarians, etc. 


On Friday, December 2 members of the faculty at Sir George Williams Univ- 
ersity will be heard in readings of their poems. Henry Beissel, editor of 
Edge, Michael Gnarowski, editor of Yes and Delta, Roy Kiyooka, author of 
Kyoto Airs (Perriwinkle Press) and of a forthcoming volume of poems, and 
Richard Sommer will be presented. 


During the winter readings are planned by Robert Creeley, Victor Coleman, 
William Hawkins, Margaret Avison, Bob Hogg and others. S.G.W.U.'s Poet 
in Residence, Irving Layton, will also be presented in an evening of 
readings. 


The admission charge will be $.50. In most cases, the poets will be 
presented for the first time in Montreal. It is planned that these 
readings will become an annual event, bringing a great variety of young, 
contemporary, out-of-town poets to Sir George Williams University.
